WASHINGTON (AP) — Two years ago, 
candidate Joe Biden loudly denounced 
President Donald Trump for immigration 
policies 
that 
inflicted 
“cruelty 
and 
exclusion at every turn,” including toward 
those fleeing the “brutal” government of 
socialist Nicolas Maduro in Venezuela. 
Now, 
with 
increasing 
numbers 
of 
Venezuelans arriving at the U.S.-Mexico 


border as the Nov. 8 election nears, Biden 
has turned to an unlikely source for a 
solution: his predecessor’s playbook. 
Biden last week invoked a Trump-era rule 
known as Title 42 -- which Biden’s own 
Justice Department is fighting in court — to 
deny Venezuelans fleeing their crisis-torn 
country the chance to request asylum at 
the border. 
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Biden turning to Trump-era rule to expel Venezuelan migrants

The rule, first invoked by 
Trump in 2020, uses emer- 
gency public health au- 
thority to allow the United 
States to keep migrants 
from seeking asylum at the 
border, based on the need 
to help prevent the spread 
of COVID-19. 
Under the new Biden ad- 
ministration 
policy, 
Ven- 
ezuelans who walk or swim 
across America’s southern 
border will be expelled 
and any Venezuelan who 
illegally enters Mexico or 
Panama will be ineligible to 
come to the United States. 
But as many as 24,000 Ven- 
ezuelans will be accepted 
at U.S. airports, similar to 
how Ukrainians have been 
admitted since Russia’s in- 
vasion in February. 


Mexico has insisted that the 
U.S. admit one Venezuelan 
on 
humanitarian 
parole 
for each Venezuelan it ex- 
pels to Mexico, accord- 
ing to a Mexican official 
who was not authorized 


to discuss the matter pub- 
licly and spoke condition 
of anonymity. So if the Bi- 
den administration paroles 
24,000 Venezuelans to the 
U.S., Mexico would take no 
more than 24,000 Venezue- 


lans expelled from the U.S. 
The Biden policy marks an 
abrupt turn for the White 
House, which just weeks 
ago was lambasting Florida 
Gov. Ron DeSantis and Tex- 
as Gov. Greg Abbott, both 
Republicans, 
for 
putting 
Venezuelan migrants “flee- 
ing political persecution” 
on buses and planes to 
Democratic strongholds. 
“These were children, they 
were moms, they were 
fleeing 
communism,” 
White House press secre- 
tary Karine Jean-Pierre said 
at the time. Biden’s new 
policy has drawn swift criti- 
cism from immigrant advo- 
cates, many of them quick 
to point out the Trump 
parallels. “Rather than re- 
store the right to asylum 
decimated by the Trump 
administration ... the Biden 
administration 
has 
dan- 
gerously 
embraced 
the 
failures of the past and ex- 
panded upon them by ex- 
plicitly enabling expulsions 
of Venezuelan migrants,” 
said Jennifer Nagda, policy 
director of the Young Cent- 
er for Immigrant Children’s 
Rights. 
The administration says the 
policy is aimed at ensuring 
a “lawful and orderly” way 
for Venezuelans to enter 
the U.S. 
Why the turnaround? 
For more than a year af- 
ter taking office in January 
2021, Biden deferred to the 
Centers for Disease Con- 
trol and Prevention, which 
used its authority to keep 
in place the Trump-era 
declaration that a public 
health risk existed that war- 
ranted expedited expul- 
sion of asylum-seekers. 
Members of Biden’s own 
party and activist groups 
had expressed skepticism 
about the public health 
underpinnings for allowing 
Title 42 to remain in effect, 
especially when COVID-19 
was spreading more widely 
within the U.S. than else- 
where. After months of in- 
ternal 
deliberations 
and 
preparations, the CDC on 
April 1 said it would end the 
public health order and 
return to normal border 
processing of migrants, giv- 
ing them a chance to re- 
quest asylum in the U.S. 
Homeland Security officials 
braced for a resulting in- 


crease in border crossings. 
But officials inside and out- 
side the White House were 
conflicted over ending the 
authority, believing it ef- 
fectively kept down the 
number of people cross- 
ing the border illegally, ac- 
cording to senior adminis- 
tration officials. 
A court order in May that 
kept Title 42 in place due 
to a challenge from Re- 
publican state officials was 
greeted with quiet relief by 
some in the administration, 
according to officials who 
spoke to The Associated 
Press on condition of ano- 
nymity to discuss internal 
discussions. 
The recent increase in mi- 
gration from Venezuela, 
sparked by political, social 
and economic instability in 
the country, dashed offi- 
cials’ hopes that they were 
finally seeing a lull in the 
chaos that had defined 
the border region for the 
past year. 
By 
August, 
Venezuelans 
were the second-largest 
nationality arriving at the 
U.S. border after Mexicans. 
Given that U.S. tensions with 
Venezuela meant migrants 
from the country could not 
be sent back easily, the 
situation became increas- 
ingly difficult to manage. 
So an administration that 
had rejected many Trump- 
era policies aimed at keep- 
ing out migrants, that had 
worked to make the asy- 
lum process easier and that 
had increased the number 
of refugees allowed into 
the U.S. now turned to Title 
42. 
It brokered a deal to send 
the Venezuelans to Mex- 
ico, which already had 
agreed to accept migrants 
expelled under Title 42 if 
they are from Guatemala, 
Honduras or El Salvador. 
All the while, Justice De- 
partment lawyers continue 
to appeal a court deci- 
sion that has kept Title 42 
in place. They are oppos- 
ing Republican attorneys 
general from more than 20 
states who have argued 
that Title 42 is “the only 
safety valve preventing this 
Administration’s 
already 
disastrous border control 
policies 
from 
descend- 
ing into an unmitigated 
catastrophe.”q

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CAMP PENDLETON, Calif. 
(AP) — The Marine Corps 
has halted some opera- 
tions of its new amphibi- 
ous combat vehicles after 
one of the armored vehi- 
cles rolled over in surf dur- 
ing training off California’s 
Camp Pendleton. 
The eight-wheeled vehicle 
flipped over at about 7:45 
p.m. Thursday at the Ma- 
rines 
Assault 
Amphibian 
School at the base north of 
San Diego, authorities said. 
The three crew members 
weren’t injured, a Marine 
Corps statement said Fri- 


day. 
The vehicle had a “me- 
chanical 
malfunction,” 
according to the Marine 
Corps, which banned the 
vehicles from going into or 
out of surf zones, except for 
testing, while more analysis 
is performed. 
The vehicles can still be 
used on land, in protected 
waters and in the open 
ocean. 
It was the second time this 
year that restrictions have 
been placed on the use 
of amphibious combat ve- 
hicles. Open water opera- 


tions were halted after one 
of the vehicles rolled onto 
its side and another was 
disabled in unusually high 
surf on July 19 during an- 
other training exercise. The 
pause was lifted last month. 
The new vehicles, which 
are being tested and used 
in California, are designed 
to transport troops and 
their equipment from Navy 
ships to land. They are be- 
ing rolled out to replace the 
Marine’s aging amphibious 
assault vehicle, which is 
lighter, slower and runs on 
tracks instead of wheels. 


Eight Marines and one 
sailor died on July 30, 2020 
when an amphibious as- 
sault vehicle sank in 385 
feet (117 meters) of water 
off San Clemente Island in 
Southern California.

NEW YORK (AP) — In Don- 
ald 
Trump’s 
assessment, 
Mike Pence “committed 
political suicide” on Jan. 6, 
2021. 
By refusing to go along with 
the former president’s un- 
constitutional push to over- 
turn the results of the 2020 
election, Pence became 
a leading target of Trump’s 
wrath and a pariah in many 
Republican circles. 
But the final weeks of the 
intensely competitive 2022 
election suggest the former 
vice president’s fortunes 
have shifted as he lays the 
groundwork for his own po- 
tential campaign for the 
White House in 2024. 
The man who was booed 
last year at a conserva- 
tive conference is now an 
in-demand surrogate for 
Republican 
candidates, 
including some who spent 
their primaries obsessively 
courting Trump’s endorse- 
ment, in part by parroting 
Trump’s election lies. 
Pence has been traveling 
the country, holding events 
and raising millions for can- 
didates and Republican 
groups, including signing 
fundraising solicitations for 
party committees. 
For some campaigns in 
tight races, Pence is seen 
as something of a neutral- 
izing agent who can help 
broaden their appeal be- 
yond Trump’s core base 
of support. That includes 
Arizona, with a key Senate 


race on Nov. 8 and what 
is expected to be a hotly 
contested stop in the 2024 
presidential campaign. 
Last week, Pence endorsed 
Senate 
nominee 
Blake 
Masters, who has struggled 
to pivot from the primary 
to win over moderates in 
a state where one-third of 
voters are registered inde- 
pendents. “He takes a little 
bit of the edge off Masters 
with a lot of voters,” vet- 
eran GOP strategist Scott 
Reed said. “You know Mas- 
ters is new to this, first time 
candidate, said some silly 
things he probably regrets 
during the campaign.” 
Yet the endorsements can 
seem jarring given that 


Pence has spent much of 
the past year pushing back 
on Trump’s election lies, 
which spurred the violent 
mob that descended on 
the Capitol on Jan. 6, 2021, 
while Pence was trying to 
preside over the formal 
congressional certification 
of Joe Biden’s presidential 
victory. Pence and mem- 
bers of his family had to 
be rushed to safety and 
held for hours in an under- 
ground loading dock as 
the marauders roamed the 
hallways, some chanting, 
“Hang Mike Pence!” and 
erected a makeshift gal- 
lows outside. 
Masters, during the primary, 
baselessly denied the 2020 


results, recording a video in 
which he said he thought 
Trump had won. Masters 
claimed on his website 
that, “if we had had a free 
and fair election, President 
Trump would be sitting in 
the Oval Office today.” 
Trump said when he en- 
dorsed Masters in June: 
“Blake 
knows 
that 
the 
“Crime of the Century” 
took place, he will expose 
it and also, never let it hap- 
pen again.” 
Pence made no mention of 
that in Phoenix on Tuesday. 
“What I came here to Arizo- 
na to say is not only is Blake 
Masters the right choice for 
the United States Senate, 
the people of Arizona de- 


serve to know Blake Mas- 
ters may be the difference 
between a Democrat ma- 
jority in the Senate and a 
Republican majority in the 
Senate,” Pence said. 
Pence, along with Masters 
and Gov. Doug Ducey, 
took just three questions, 
two of them from conser- 
vative websites. When a 
television reporter noted 
that 
Masters 
has 
ques- 
tioned the 2020 election, a 
spokesman for Masters cut 
him off before he could fin- 
ish his question. 
Masters is not the only elec- 
tion denier Pence has en- 
dorsed or assisted. 
Two days after the Masters 
event, Pence was in Geor- 
gia headlining a fundraiser 
for Burt Jones, the nominee 
for 
lieutenant 
governor. 
Jones not only embraced 
Trump’s claims of wide- 
spread election fraud and 
called for a statewide in- 
vestigation into the 2020 
race, but also signed on to 
be one of his state’s fake 
alternate 
electors 
— 
a 
scheme that is now under 
criminal investigation. 
Last month, Pence cam- 
paigned in New Hamp- 
shire for Senate nominee 
Don Bolduc, a retired Army 
general who also spent his 
primary campaign telling 
voters the 2020 race was 
stolen from Trump. 
Marc Short, a longtime 
Pence adviser, declined 
to set a red line for candi- 
dates Pence would and 
would not endorse.q

Marine Corps halts surf use of combat

MINNEAPOLIS (AP) — Be- 
fore attending the packed 
Sunday morning service, 
Queen Sonja of Norway 
praised Mindekirken con- 
gregation for having main- 
tained worship in Norwe- 
gian for all 100 years that 
the church has existed in 
Minneapolis. 
“It’s extraordinary to real- 
ize that, one hundred years 
after, Mindekirken is still 
fulfilling that purpose” of 
building community and 
preserving 
culture 
and 
language, she said to the 
nearly 500 people in atten- 
dance. They had lined up 
for more than an hour in this 
modest neighborhood in 
brisk fall weather in the 40s 
— single digits in Celsius, just 
as in Oslo — to participate 
in the service. 
Queen Sonja received a 
special greeting from Eline 
Gro Knatterud, 4, who pre- 
sented the queen with a 
bouquet of red roses nearly 
as big as herself. Queen 
Sonja got down to eye 
level with the awestruck girl 
and told her, in English, that 
she had an identical red 
traditional bunad dress at 
home, before walking into 
the large stone church. 
The 
congregation 
was 
founded in 1922, at the 
tail end of a decades-long 
migration of hundreds of 
thousands of Norwegians 


to Minnesota that made 
the Twin Cities the “unoffi- 
cial capital” of the Norwe- 
gian diaspora, said Amy 
Boxrud, the director of the 
Norwegian-American 
His- 
torical Association. 
Lutheran churches were 
central 
to 
these 
immi- 
grants’ lives, though some 
stayed with the Church of 
Norway and others estab- 
lished 
different 
Lutheran 
synods. 
Den Norske Lutherske Mind- 
ekirke – the Norwegian Lu- 
theran Memorial Church 
– committed to keep cel- 
ebrating services in Norwe- 


gian even as many other 
European churches were 
moving 
to 
English, 
be- 
cause attacks on foreign- 
language speakers spread 
across the United States in 
the World War I era. 
“The group said, ‘We’ll 
talk American English ev- 
ery day, but we need our 
hearts’ language when we 
praise God,” said the Rev. 
Gunnar Kristiansen, the cur- 
rent pastor to a flock of 
about 200 families. 
Within a few years, Mind- 
ekirken was the only one of 
five dozen churches in Min- 
nesota still worshipping in 


Norwegian, he added. 
That made all the differ- 
ence to Kirsti Grodahl, who 
was 11 when she emigrat- 
ed to Minneapolis in 1962 
from the fjord-side village 
of Frei in Norway with her 
parents and siblings. She 
started going to church at 
Mindekirken a week later, 
sometimes on foot. 
“It was just so comfortable,” 
she said. She made her first 
friend there, who had ar- 
rived two years earlier, and 
she raised her two children 
to speak Norwegian, too. 
Grodahl still regularly at- 
tends Sunday services at 


Mindekirken, and particu- 
larly enjoys the coffee hour 
that follows the two servic- 
es, one in English and one 
in Norwegian. 
“Dad baked a lot of bløt- 
kake for this church,” she 
recalled, referring to the 
traditional soft cake that 
her father had perfected 
as a baker in Norway. “It’s 
a place you always feel it’s 
your home.” 
Standing in line Sunday 
morning 
with 
her 
two 
daughters and dozens of 
other congregants before 
service started, Karen Liv 
Mjlølhus Cardwell said her 
father started worshipping 
here in 1929, when he emi- 
grated to Minnesota. 
“It’s like coming home to 
family,” Mjlølhus Cardwell 
said. 
And to have that continuity 
of culture and worship cel- 
ebrated today by Queen 
Sonja and the presiding 
bishop of the Church of 
Norway, the Most Rev. Olav 
Fykse Tveit, brought tears 
to the eyes of Mindekirken 
council 
president 
Jean- 
nette 
Henrikssen, 
whose 
parents migrated in the 
late 1960s. 
“It’s very moving that we 
still hold service in Norwe- 
gian,” she said. “It’s a testa- 
ment to the determination 
and sheer stubbornness of 
those Norwegians, and the 
love and connection they 
wanted to uphold.”q 


FLORISSANT, Mo. (AP) — 
There is significant radioac- 
tive contamination at an 
elementary school in subur- 
ban St. Louis where nuclear 


weapons were produced 
during World War II, ac- 
cording to a new report by 
environmental 
investiga- 
tion consultants. 


The report by Boston Chem- 
ical Data Corp. confirmed 
fears about contamination 
at Jana Elementary School 
in the Hazelwood School 
District in Florissant raised 
by a previous Army Corps 
of Engineers study. 
The new report is based on 
samples taken in August 
from the school, accord- 
ing to the St. Louis Post- 
Dispatch. Boston Chemical 
did not say who or what 
requested and funded the 
report. 
“I was heartbroken,” said 
Ashley Bernaugh, president 
of the Jana parent-teacher 
association who has a son 
at the school. “It sounds 
so cliché, but it takes your 
breath from you.” 
The school sits in the flood 


plain of Coldwater Creek, 
which was contaminated 
by nuclear waste from 
weapons production dur- 
ing World War II. The waste 
was dumped at sites near 
the St. Louis Lambert Inter- 
national Airport, next to the 
creek that flows to the Mis- 
souri River. The Corps has 
been cleaning up the creek 
for more than 20 years. The 
Corps’ report also found 
contamination in the area 
but at much at lower lev- 
els, and it didn’t take any 
samples within 300 feet of 
the school. The most recent 
report included samples 
taken from Jana’s library, 
kitchen, classrooms, fields 
and playgrounds. 
Levels of the radioactive 
isotope 
lead-210, 
polo- 


nium, radium and other 
toxins were “far in excess” 
of what Boston Chemical 
had expected. Dust sam- 
ples taken inside the school 
were found to be contami- 
nated. 
Inhaling or ingesting these 
radioactive materials can 
cause significant injury, the 
report said. 
“A 
significant 
remedial 
program will be required 
to bring conditions at the 
school in line with expecta- 
tions,” the report said. 
The new report is expected 
to be a major topic at Tues- 
day’s Hazelwood school 
board meeting. The district 
said in a statement that it 
will consult with its attorneys 
and experts to determine 
the next steps. q

SAN JUAN, Puerto Rico (AP) 
— The U.S. and Canada 
sent armored vehicles and 
other supplies to Haiti on 
Saturday to help police 
fight a powerful gang amid 
a pending request from the 
Haitian government for the 
immediate deployment of 
foreign troops. 
A U.S. State Department 
statement said the equip- 
ment was bought by Haiti’s 
government, but it did not 
provide further details on 
the supplies flown on mili- 
tary aircraft to the capital 
of Port-au-Prince. 
A spokesman for the U.S. 
military’s Southern Com- 
mand said he could not 
provide further details on 
the supplies sent, though 
he added it was a joint op- 
eration involving the U.S. Air 
Force and Royal Canadian 
Air Force. “This equipment 
will assist (Haiti’s National 
Police) in their fight against 
criminal actors who are fo- 
menting violence and dis- 
rupting the flow of critically- 
needed humanitarian assis- 
tance, hindering efforts to 
halt the spread of cholera,” 
the State Department said. 
The Pan American Health 
Organization said there are 
more than 560 suspected 
cases of cholera, some 


300 hospitalizations and at 
least 35 deaths, with ex- 
perts warning the numbers 
are likely much higher than 
what i’s being reported. 
The 
equipment 
arrived 
more than a month after 
one of Haiti’s most pow- 
erful 
gangs 
surrounded 
a fuel terminal and de- 
manded the resignation of 
Prime Minister Ariel Henry. 
Demonstrators also have 
blocked roads in major cit- 
ies to protest a sharp rise in 


fuel prices after Henry an- 
nounced in early Septem- 
ber that his administration 
could no longer afford to 
subsidize fuel. 
Since then, gas stations 
have closed, hospitals have 
cut back on services and 
banks and grocery stores 
open on a limited basis as 
fuel, water and other sup- 
plies dwindle across Haiti. 
The owners of the fuel ter- 
minal announced Satur- 
day that armed men had 


attacked their installations 
for a second time and fled 
with more than 28,000 gal- 
lons of petroleum products 
after overpowering surveil- 
lance and emergency per- 
sonnel at the facility. 
It was the second time 
this week that armed men 
broke into the terminal, 
which stores more than 
10 million gallons of gaso- 
line and diesel and more 
than 800,000 gallons of 
kerosene.q 


STOCKHOLM (AP) — A Swe- 
den Democrats official was 
suspended by the far-right 
party for making degrad- 
ing comments about Jew- 
ish teenage diarist Anne 
Frank. 
In an Instagram posting 
that has now been de- 
leted, Rebecka Fallenkvist 
called 
Anne 
“immoral” 
among other things, ac- 
cording to Swedish media. 
Anne, who wrote a diary 
while in hiding in Amster- 
dam before she was cap- 
tured, died at age 15 in Nazi 
Germany’s Bergen-Belsen 
concentration 
camp 
in 
February 1945. 
The posting by Fallenkvist, 
a 26-year-old head of tele- 
vision 
programming 
for 
the Sweden Democrats, 
prompted strong reactions 
from Jewish groups and Is- 
raeli Ambassador Ziv Nevo 


Kulman, who in a tweet 
said: “I strongly condemn 
this despicable insult, disre- 
spectful of the memory of 
Anne Frank.” His posting in- 
cluded what appeared to 
be a screenshot of Fallen- 
kvist’s Instagram post. 


The Sweden Democrats’ 
media 
director, 
Oskar 
Cavalli-Bjorkman, told the 
Swedish news agency TT 
late Saturday that the par- 
ty would take Fallenkvist’s 
“insensitive and inappro- 
priate” comments seriously 


and launch an internal in- 
vestigation on the matter. 
While it remained unclear 
what kind of point Fallen- 
kvist wanted to make with 
her comments on Anne’s 
diary, she sent later a text 
message to Swedish news- 
paper Dagens Nyheter say- 
ing she had been misinter- 
preted. 
“The book is a moving de- 
piction of human good 
and evil,” Fallenkvist said in 
her message to the news- 
paper. “The good Anne, 
who in the first chapters is 
like any other young girl liv- 
ing her life in peace and 
finding an interest in boys 
(which I highlighted), is 
contrasted with the evil of 
Nazism. My story was aimed 
at the good and human 
in Anne while not playing 
down the evil to which she 
was subjected.”q

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Mozambique jihadi violence spreads despite military effort

NANJUA, 
Mozambique 
(AP) — Fleeing behead- 
ings, shootings, rapes and 
kidnappings, nearly 1 mil- 
lion people are displaced 
by the Islamic extremist 
insurgency in northern Mo- 
zambique. 
The 5-year wave of jihadi 
violence in Cabo Delgado 
province has killed more 
than 4,000 people and 
scuppered international in- 
vestments worth billions of 
dollars. 
In a sprawl of dilapidated 
tents and thatched huts 
around Nanjua, a small 
town in the southern part of 
Cabo Delgado province, 
several hundred families 
are seeking safety from 
the violence. They say their 
conditions are bleak and 
food assistance is meager 
but they're afraid to return 
home because of continu- 
ing violence by the rebels 
who are now going by the 
name Islamic State Mo- 
zambique Province. 
More than 1.000 miles south, 
however, government offi- 
cials in the capital Maputo 
are saying the insurgency is 
under control and are en- 
couraging the displaced to 
return to their homes and 
energy companies to re- 
sume their projects. 
"The terrorists are on the 
run permanently," Mozam- 
bican President Filipe Ny- 
usi assured investors at the 
Mozambique Energy and 


Gas Summit in Maputo in 
September. He urged the 
gathering of international 
energy executives to re- 
sume work on their stalled 
liquefied natural gas proj- 
ects. 
Mozambique's army and 
police forces, backed up 
by troops from Rwanda 
and support from a regional 
force from the Southern Af- 
rican Development Com- 
munity, have succeeded 
in containing the extremist 
rebellion, officials say. 
"These places have now 
normalized 
and 
civilians 
are coming back," Rwan- 


dan 
Brig. 
Gen. 
Ronald 
Rwivanga, told the Rwan- 
dan newspaper The New 
Times this month, saying 
normal life is returning to 
the Palma district. 
Energy companies say they 
want to see displaced peo- 
ple return to the area. The 
$60 billion liquefied natu- 
ral gas projects led by the 
France-based 
TotalEner- 
gies and ExxonMobil were 
suspended last year after 
insurgents briefly captured 
the adjacent town of Pal- 
ma in March. 
Speaking at the summit 
in Maputo, Stéphane Le 


Galles, the head of TotalE- 
nergies' Mozambique gas 
project, said "the direction 
is very good" but the com- 
pany still wants to see "a 
sustainable economic situ- 
ation, not just in Palma but 
… all over Cabo Delgado." 
Despite the heavy pres- 
ence of Mozambican and 
Rwandan soldiers, the ex- 
tremists' attacks continue. 
Earlier this month the rebels 
spread their violence for 
the first time to neighboring 
Nampula province, where 
a Catholic mission was 
among the targets and 
an elderly Italian nun was 


among those killed. 
The United Nations High 
Commission for Refugees 
said it "considers security 
conditions to be too vola- 
tile in Cabo Delgado to fa- 
cilitate or promote returns 
to the province," in a state- 
ment released earlier this 
month. 
"People who have lost ev- 
erything are returning to ar- 
eas where services and hu- 
manitarian assistance are 
largely unavailable," said 
the UNHCR. 
Those who return are met 
with a mixed situation. Eco- 
nomic life is beginning to 
return but basic infrastruc- 
ture and public services are 
still lacking. Few schools are 
open and health services 
are sparse. 
In the provincial capital, 
Pemba, where more than 
100,000 displaced people 
have sought refuge, an el- 
derly woman sat outside 
a hut where her family of 
15 took up residence two 
years ago after fleeing an 
insurgent attack. They sub- 
sist on a meager diet of 
corn flour and plain rice. 
Unable to find work, they 
have no money for clothes 
or other essentials, she said. 
"Definitely, we want to go 
back. This is not a home," 
said the grandmother, who 
spoke on condition of ano- 
nymity for her safety. 
With their villages further 
north now destroyed, she 
says resuming normal life will 
be even more difficult.q

Calls grow for Ethiopia peace effort as 
fighting intensifies 


ADDIS ABABA, Ethiopia (AP) 
— Diplomats are calling on 
Ethiopia 's federal authori- 
ties and their rivals in the 
northern region of Tigray 


to agree to a cease-fire as 
heavy fighting raises grow- 
ing humanitarian fears. 
African Union Commission 
Chairman Moussa Faki Ma- 


hamat expressed "grave 
concern" in a statement 
Sunday over the fighting 
and called for an "immedi- 
ate, unconditional cease- 
fire and the resumption of 
humanitarian services." 
AU-led peace talks were 
due to take place in South 
Africa earlier this month, but 
were postponed because 
of logistical and technical 
issues. The warring parties 
had said they were ready 
to participate in the pro- 
cess, even though fighting 
persists in Tigray. 
"The Chairperson urges the 
Parties to recommit to dia- 


logue as per their agree- 
ment to direct talks to be 
convened in South Africa 
by a high-level team led by 
the AU High Representative 
for the Horn of Africa, and 
supported by the interna- 
tional community," Maha- 
mat said in a statement. 
The AU statement followed 
one issued late Saturday by 
a U.N. spokesman who said 
Secretary-General Antonio 
Guterres was "gravely con- 
cerned about the escala- 
tion of the fighting" and 
called for an immediate 
cessation of hostilities. 
Fighting resumed between 


the Tigray forces and the 
federal troops in August, 
bringing an end to a cease- 
fire in place since March 
that had allowed much- 
needed aid to enter the re- 
gion. Fighting has drawn in 
forces from Eritrea, on the 
side of Ethiopia's federal 
military.

Administrator

mantha Power called on 
Eritrean forces to withdraw 
from Tigray and urged the 
parties to observe a cease- 
fire, warning in a tweet that 
up to a 1 million people are 
"teetering on the edge of

Knowledge for improvement

the past, it is important to know our history. 
As a country and as a kingdom, we must 
deal with what was wrong and recognize 
the good parts that might resulted from 
the shared history of the Kingdom of the 
Netherlands. 


In Aruba, a lot of people do not know the 
history of slavery here, and it is time for us 
to also review this difficult part of our king- 
dom.

social activities, school environment, 
bullying;

ments linked to the project of Safe Bari- 
os. 


The research also focuses on the chil- 
dren's neighborhood: 
The experience in their neighborhood; 
what they miss in it; what kind of devel- 
opments they wish for it.

At the south east coast of 
the island, standing alone 
on a windswept and bar- 
ren land stands a popular 
Aruba landmark – a large 
anchor. It overlooks the 
sea just beyond, watching 
over the shipping lanes. It 
stands there in memory 
and in honor of all seamen 
who have lost their life at 
sea. 


Where to Find the Anchor? 
The anchor is a “must see” 
landmark when you visit 
Aruba. It is among the most 
photographed 
historical 
landmarks for the island. 
You want to make sure you 
add this stop on your itiner- 
ary when your visiting the 
south coast of Aruba. The 
bright red anchor against 
the backdrop of the deep 
blue Caribbean sea and 
the azure blue skies, make 
a great backdrop for your 
vacation pictures. 


The anchor is located at 
the entrance to Gate 6 to 
the former Lago Colony. It 
is on the outskirts of Seroe 
Colorado, on the south 
east point of the island at 
the “T” junction to Baby 
Beach. 


Depending on where you 
are staying on the island, 
follow the signs that in- 
dicate the way to Baby 
Beach. Once you reach 
the T-junction, it will be right 
in front of you. 


About the Anchor 
Size 
It will be hard to miss the 
anchor, it’s huge! The an- 
chor that weighs 21,772 ki- 
los, is approximately 10 feet 
6 inches wide and 15 feet, 
6 inches tall. 
On the anchor there are 
some numbers. The 4112 
and 4115, which are be- 
lieved to be the serial num- 
bers that refer to the “fluke” 
or horizontal and vertical 
parts of the anchor, re- 
spectively. 
The 
number 
21772K refers to the weight 
of the anchor in kilos. 
This type of anchor was 
manufactured by Hoesch 
Dortmund 
Horde, 
at 
a 
foundry located in Germa- 
ny. 


Where 
did 
the 
Anchor 
Come From? 
There are a number of sto- 
ries as to the origins of the 
anchor, which one do you 
think it was? (Unfortunately 


the mystery has never been 
solved, so your imagination 
can pick which one you 
think it might be!) 


Story 1: 
“According to Mr. Man- 
uel M. Curiel, an ex-Lago 
Tug Captain, a fully laden 
VLCC (Very Large Crude 
Carrier) was seeking a 
mooring at the 15-mile an- 
chorage, known as Bara, 
on the southern part of the 
island. This is the usual shal- 
low mooring location for 
ships awaiting orders, etc. 
The weather was rough 
with strong current. The 
normal procedure is that 
they would walk out three 
shackles (about 90 feet) 
until the anchor touches 
the bottom while the chain 
must rest on the bottom. 
Subsequently, 
they 
will 
walk out some extra shack- 
les and when the ship starts 
to swing or lean on one 
side, the anchor is properly 
set. Because of the rough 
weather, 
unfortunately 
they did not get the time to 
walk out the extra tackles 
and because of the ten- 
sion exerted on the winch, 
it broke, and they lost the 
anchor and its chain.“ 


Story 2: 
“Mr. Curiel also said that 
at one time a small tanker 
with a Korean crew, while 
lifting their anchor also lift- 
ed another anchor near 
the inner harbor. When the 
ship asked for assistance, 
he went with his tugboat 
along with a barge, to help. 
But eventually they had to 
cut the chain and let the 
anchor go to the bottom 


because they could not 
untangle them. ” 


How Did The Anchor Be- 
come a Landmark? 
Sometime between 1980 
and 1985, three gentlemen 
(Mr. Wim Martinus – the 
Harbormaster 
of 
Aruba; 
Mr. August Genser – the 
ex-Division Superintendent 
of Lago’s Laboratory; and 
Mr. Willie Davis – Owner 
of Filtec at Zeewijk in San 
Nicolas), were having a 
conversation with Mr. Char- 
lie Brouns Jr. at his famous 
Charlie’s Bar and Restau- 
rant in San Nicolas. Charlie, 
who was a visionary and 
had dreams for develop- 
ing the San Nicolas area, 
told these gentlemen that 
he would like to come up 
with something innovative 
for the San Nicolas area to 
draw tourism to the area. 


The “anchor”, which at that 
time was being stored at 
the Oranjestad harbor, was 
suggested as an option. 
Charlie liked the idea! He 
then contacted the Presi- 
dent of Lago for permission 
to acquire the anchor. He 
was 
granted 
permission 
and the anchor was then 
relocated to its present lo- 
cation and dedicated “To 
All Seamen” on the occa- 
sion of the closing of the 
Lago Oil Refinery on March 
31, 1985. 


Through the Years 
Through the years the An- 
chor was slowly weather- 
ing from the wind and salt. 
As time passed, sadly the 
origin and purpose of the 
anchor slowly faded away 


from people’s memories. 


After Charles Brouns Jr died 
on September 15, 2004, his 
friend Mr. Sam Speziale, 
requested assistance from 
the management of Vale- 
ro Aruba Refinery to help 
maintain the monument. 
The Valero Aruba Refinery, 
graciously 
sandblasted 
and painted the anchor 
and poured a concrete 
pad around it. On April 17, 
2005, the anchor monu- 
ment was rededicated “To 
All Seamen” in a formal 
ceremony in memory of 
Charles Brouns Jr. 


Today, the anchor stands 
both as memorial to all 
seaman who have lost their 
lives at sea, but also as a 
silent reminder that Seroe 
Colorado is part of San 
Nicolas and that San Nico- 
las is still a vibrant and im- 
portant part of the island of 
Aruba. 


The Best Time to Visit 
When your planning your 
visit to the south end of the 
island, you will want to in- 
clude in your itinerary the 
many things to see and 
do there. The anchor will 
be just one of these stops, 
(keep an eye out for our 
future editions, we publish 
our recommendations!). 


With that being said, I have 
to say, if you enjoy catch- 
ing a sunrise, the anchor is 
one of the best places on 
the island to catch the sun- 
rise. But in reality, anytime 
is a good time to visit, de- 
pending on your personal

Elon Musk has a penchant 
for the letter "X." He calls his 
son with the singer Grimes, 
whose actual name is a 
collection of letters and 
symbols, "X." He named the 
company he created to 
buy Twitter "X Holdings." His 
rocket company is, natu- 
rally, SpaceX. 
Now he also apparently 
intends to morph Twitter 
into an "everything app" he 
calls X. 
For months, the Tesla and 
SpaceX CEO has expressed 
interest in creating his own 
version of China's WeChat 
— a "super app" that does 
video chats, messaging, 
streaming and payments 
— for the rest of the world. 
At least, that is, once he's 
done buying Twitter after 
months of legal infight- 
ing over the $44 billion 
purchase agreement he 
signed in April. 
There are just a few ob- 
stacles. First is that a Musk- 
owned Twitter wouldn't be 
the only global company 
in pursuit of this goal, and 
in fact would probably be 
playing catch-up with its 
rivals. Next is the question 
of whether anyone really 
wants a Twitter-based ev- 
erything app— or any other 
super app — to begin with. 
Start with the competition 
and consumer demand. 
Facebook 
parent 
Meta 
has spent years trying to 
make its flagship platform 
a destination for every- 
thing online, adding pay- 
ments, games, shopping 
and even dating features 
to its social network. So far, 
it's had little success; nearly 
all of its revenue still comes 
from advertising. 
Google, Snap, TikTok, Uber 
and others have also tried 
to jump on the super app 


bandwagon, 
expanding 
their offerings in an effort to 
become indispensable to 
people as they go about 
their day. None have set 
the world on fire so far, not 
least because people al- 
ready have a number of 
apps at their disposal to 
handle shopping, commu- 
nicating and payments. 
"Old habits are hard to 
break, and people in the 
U.S. are used to using dif- 
ferent apps for different 
activities," 
said 
Jasmine 
Enberg, principal analyst 
at Insider Intelligence. En- 
berg also notes that super 
apps would likely suck up 
more personal data at a 
time when trust in social 
platforms has deteriorated 
significantly. 
Musk kicked off the latest 
round of speculation on 
Oct. 4, the day he reversed 
his attempts to get out of 
the deal and announced 
that he wanted to acquire 
Twitter after all. "Buying 
Twitter is an accelerant to 
creating X, the everything 
app," he tweeted without 
further explanation. 
But he's provided at least a 
little more detail in the past. 
During Tesla's annual share- 
holder meeting in August, 
Musk told the crowd at a 


factory near Austin, Tex- 
as, that he thinks he's "got 
a good sense of where 
to point the engineering 
team with Twitter to make 
it radically better." 
And he's dropped some 
strong hints that handling 
payments for goods and 
services would be a key 
part of the app. Musk said 
he has a "grander vision" 
for what X.com, an online 
bank he started early in 
his career that eventually 
became part of PayPal, 
could have been. 
But it's not clear that We- 
Chat's success in China 
means 
the 
same 
idea 
would translate for a U.S. or 
global audience. WeChat 
usage is almost universal in 
China, where most people 
never had a computer at 
home and skipped straight 
to going online by mobile 
phone. 
Operated by tech giant 
Tencent Holding Ltd., the 
platform has made itself 
a one-stop shop for pay- 
ments and other services 
and is starting to compete 
in entertainment. It is also 
a platform for health code 
apps the public is required 
to use prevent the spread 
of the coronavirus. 
China has 1 billion inter- 
net users, and nearly all of 
them go online by mobile 
phone, according to the 
government-sanctioned 
China 
Internet 
Network 
Information Center. Only 
33% use desktop comput- 
ers at all — and mostly in 
addition to mobile phones. 
Tencent says WeChat had 
1.3 billion users worldwide 
as of the end of June.q

Gates Foundation 
pledges $1.2B to 
eradicate polio globally 


BERLIN (AP) — The Bill and 
Melinda Gates Foundation 
says it will commit $1.2 bil- 
lion to the effort to end po- 
lio worldwide. 
The money will be used to 
help implement the Global 
Polio Eradication Initiative's 
strategy through 2026. The 
initiative is trying to end the 
polio virus in Pakistan and 
Afghanistan, the last two 
endemic 
countries, 
the 
foundation said in a state- 
ment Sunday. 
The money also will be used 
to stop outbreaks of new 
variants of the virus. The 
announcement was made 
Sunday at the World Health 
Summit in Berlin. 
The foundation says in a 
statement on its website 
that 
it 
has 
contributed 
nearly $5 billion to the po- 
lio 
eradication 
initiative. 
The initiative is trying to in- 
tegrate polio campaigns 
into broader health ser- 
vices, while it scales up 
use of the novel oral polio 
vaccine type 2. The group 
also is working to make na- 
tional health systems stron- 
ger so countries are better 
prepared for future health 
threats, the statement said. 
"The last steps to eradica- 
tion are by far the tough- 
est. But our foundation 
remains dedicated to a 
polio-free future, and we're 
optimistic that we will see it 
soon," said foundation CEO 
Mark Suzman. Afghanistan, 


which has registered two 
cases this year, previously 
lacked access to vaccines 
because of violence and 
the Taliban banning polio 
teams in areas under its 
control. However last year, 
a few months after they 
took 
over 
Afghanistan, 
the Taliban agreed to al- 
low United Nations health 
workers to begin a national 
campaign. 
Pakistan has long struggled 
with Islamic militants target- 
ing polio workers and the 
police 
protecting 
them, 
falsely claiming that vacci- 
nations are a Western cam- 
paign to sterilize children. 
This year, it has the added 
challenge 
of 
unprece- 
dented rainfall destroying 
road networks and health 
facilities, limiting vaccina- 
tion drives, and displacing 
communities. 
Despite the billions of dol- 
lars that have gone into the 
effort to eradicate polio 
since 1988 — the program 
costs about $1 billion every 
year — the World Health 
Organization and partners 
have 
missed 
repeated 
deadlines to wipe out the 
disease and have come 
under sustained criticism 
for failing to adapt to chal- 
lenges. In recent years, for 
example, there have been 
more cases of polio linked 
to the oral vaccine used 
in eradication efforts than 
those caused by the wild 


virus. 
Numerous 
experts 
have 
also 
questioned 
wheth- 
er more money is what's 
needed to eradicate po- 
lio, as the initiative is al- 
ready one of the best fund- 
ed in global public health 
and has rarely faced any 
funding 
gaps. 
Although 
WHO and partners have 
reduced the incidence of 
polio by more than 99%, 
that progress was largely 
made in the first 10 years. 
The disease remains stub- 
bornly entrenched in war- 
torn regions of Afghanistan 
and Pakistan and there 
have been dozens of vac- 
cine-triggered 
outbreaks 


in Africa and elsewhere in 
recent years, including the 
U.S. and Israel.q

Walker Buehler is expected 
to miss most and possibly 
all of the 2023 season after 
undergoing his second ca- 
reer Tommy John surgery in 
August. 
Kershaw, the three-time Cy 
Young Award winner who 
turns 35 in March, has in- 
dicated he'd like to return 
to the only team he's ever 
played for during his 15- 
year career. He was on a 
$17 million, one-year deal 
this season. 
Anderson, the All-Star left- 
hander, had a breakout 
season in his first year with 
the Dodgers.
